SUICIDE, 


Samuel 8. Clark, of Cincinnati, Dead.

CINCINNATI, O., Mareh 28.—Samuel 8. Clark, 
who shot himself in a tragic manner in the bar- 
room of the Gibson House on Saturday even- 
ing, died this morning from the effects of the 
wound. He was a son of Capt. John W. Clark, 
one of the weaithiest coal-dealers in Pittsburg. 
For some time he had been acting as agent for 
his father in this region, and had been living at 
the Gibson House.

It was not at first supposed by his 
physicians that the wound was of a serious 
cbhuracter, but death came within eighteen 
hours. He was a member of the Cincinnati 
Chamber of Commerce, and had a wide circle of 
acquaintances. The remains were immediately 
inclosed in a casket and taken by 
the tirst train to Pittsburg. A number of 
steamboat-owners and others living here, who 
are friends of the family, accompauied the re- 
mains. ‘The Coroner did not receive dotice that

Burley has been nominated tor 
retlection by the Republicans, and the Dem- 
ocrats have put up a man named Geohegan, 
who was defeated by Buriey two years ago. 
The good citizens of the ward ought not to 
hesitate in this choice. It Is not because 
Mr. Burley ls a Republican, but because he 
has made a conscientious, efficient, and ex- 
cellent Alderman—none better in the Coun- 
cil—that he ought to be re@lected.

Ir the proposition is carried out to trans- 
fer Bill Morrison’s County of Monroe into 
the Cairo district for the purpose of throw- 
ing Morrison out of Congress it will produce 
a popular resentment which will most cer 
tainly result in his election and the loss of 
the Cairo district to the Republicans. Mak- 
ing this change would be as foolish a blun- 
der as that of the dog which dropped the 
chunk of juicy beefsteak to grasp at its reflec- 
tion which hesaw in the water. Monroe Coun- 
ty in 1878 gave 1,600 Democratic majority, and 
in 1880 she gave Morrison 900. Force her into 
the Cairo district for the purpose of slaugh- 
tering her favorit William and she will roll 
up 1,800 to 2,000 for him.

VII INFLUENCE OF THE MOB. 

The people of this city have presented to 
them at this time striking evidences of the 
supremacy of the mob in the matter of local 
elections. By the term “mob.” we do not 
mean the supremacy of numbers, nor the su- 
premacy of the riotous, the lawless, or the dis- 
orderly; but we mean the supremacy of that 
irresponsible and evil-minded portion of the 
population who have been personally inter- 
ested in the cause of electing men to the City 
Council who seek such election for dishonest 
and corrupt purposes, and who want the 
places that they may be paid for their votes, 
and that they may share in the blackmail 
which can be levied and collected during 
their term of office, 

It may as well be understood and con- 
fessed, without any pretense of doubt, that 
during the two years’ term of each man 
elected to the Council he will be called upon 
to vote at least four times on questions af- 
fecting the gas companies, six times on 
questions affecting the horse-railway com 
panies, eight times on questions affecting 
steam-railway companies, and ten to twelve 
times on questions affecting the interests of 
other corporations, such as telegraph, tele- 
phone, and other organizations of that gen- 
eral character. It may be conceded at once 
that these quesiions are of two kinds, one 
on affirmative legislation and one on nega- 
tive legislation, or, as they may be classed, 
hostile and aggressive legislation, or pro- 
tective or friendly legislation. In either 
case twenty or more members require that 
such legislation shall be paid for. Their 
doctrine is that the “laborer, especially in 
the City Council, is worthy of his hire.” 
All measures involving money or value that 
pass the Council, as well as those that are 
defeated, are alike productive to the legis- 
lators, and the defeat of hostile legislation 
calis for as large dividends as does legisia- 
tion granting additional franchises. 

Holding a seat in the City Council has be- 
come a business of a certain class of persons. 
It is a trade, occupation, or profession, and 
it is a means of livelihood. Sometimes it is 
an addition to the business of keeping a grog- 
shop, and the two trades work prefitably to- 
gether. Being an Alderman is of immense 
advantage to a saloonkeeper. His estab- 
lishment becomes headquarters for his party 
in his ward, and at his groggery gather all 
the partisan loafers of the neighborhood, and 
there is planned all the trading business“ 
of that and other wards, and it will be a dull 
day when an Aldermanic saloonkeeper can- 
not double or treble his sales of whisky and 
make double or treble the profit of an ordi- 
nary drinking-house. [lence the ambition of 
bummers to be keepers of dram-shops, and 
then to be Aldermen. The additional profit 
which a grog-vender draws from his busi- 
ness by reason of his being an Alderman will 
in some cases exceed that allowed to the Vice- 
President or to the Chief Justice of the 
United States. 

It is no unusual thing for bummers elected 
to the City Counell to change their business, 
if they have any, and become saloonkeepers 
while in office. 

The rage this year to get into the Council 
is surprising. It is almost impossible for a 
respectable, intelligent, and competent man 
to nud any support at the primaries in a wa- 
jority of the wards. The mob of supporters 
of the present or expectant saloonkeepers, 
or of those who want to share in the black- 
mail and corruption fonds paid to Aldermen 
for their votes, if especially active this year,

IRE BOARD OF TRADE BUILDING. 
The Supreme Court of the Stave has de 

cided the case involving the vacation of La 

Salle strock south of Jackson and the use of 


‘the property, for the new Board of Trade 


building. The ordinance provides for widen- 
ing Sherman street and Pacific avenue and 
the occupation of the block between them 
and on the site of the vacated La Salle struet 
for the new Board of Trade building. The 
proceedings in this important case have heen 
as follows: 

On the 23d of June, 1881, the City Council 
passed an ordinance vacating the street, and 
in due time the Union Building Company, 
for themselves and owners of other property 
in the neighborhood of the present Chamber 
of Commerce, filed a bill before Judge Bar- 
num, of the Circuit Court, asking an Injune- 
tion restraining any proceedings by anybody 
under the city ordinance. Judge Barnum, 
by apro forma decree, granted the injunc- 
tion asked, and on an appeal to the Appellate 
Court, by consent of all parties, that court 
affirmed the decree of the Circuit Court, and 
appeal was granted to the Supreme Court. 
Thecase was argued before that court in Jan- 
uary last, and now comes the decision. 
Assuming that this decision is final, it leaves 
the Board of Trade, through its organization, 
free to proceed with its plans and its contracts» 
and to fairly get the great building under 
way during the present season. The whole 
building will take probably until July, 1884, 
tocomplete, and, together with the other edi- 
fices which will grow out of this improve- 
ment, the whole will be the finest architect- 
ural construction of Chicago. 

This movement had become a necessity. 
The expansion of the business centre could 
no longer be delayed. The present location 
of the Chamber of Commerce was altogether 
too confined; the growth of the city forbade 
the attempt to limit the business of Chicago 
to the area of half a dozen blocks. 

The action of the property-owners near the 
Chamber of Commerce to compel the busi- 
ness of the city to be transacted in a limited 
number of buildings aud offices, and to extort 
rents of the most rack-renting character from 
the unfortunate tenants, was a mistake. The 
hour for an enlargement and expansion had 
already come, Ilad the vacution of La Salle 
street been defeated, the change would still 
have taken place; another site with ample 
room would have been found, and perhaps 
the new building would have gone further 
south and further east. — 

Nor will the value of the property sur- 
rounding the junction of La Salle and Wash- 
ington streets suffer any loss by the change. 
Even while this improvement is pending, no 


to be perpetualy in session have moved into 
the now completed Court-House, and within 
a year the whole City Governmeut with all 
its departments will be occupying the new 
City-Hall, drawing to the neigborhood a pop- 
ulation of lawyers and others connected with 
legal and public buildings, and numerous 
enough to occupy all the office-room that can 
be furnished. There will be business enough 
to give employment to all the buildings in the 
South Division, not only to Van Buren street, 
but even furthersouth. The wholesale trade 
is already taking all the area west of La 
Salle street to the river and south indefinitly. 
East of Clark, the wholesale business is also 
extending south, and the removal of the 
Board of Trade will be found to be a mere 
following and not a leading of the business 
of the city to the south. Not a building or 
an office vacated by this change will remain 
a day or an hour without a tenant anxious 
to occupy it and willing to pay a liberal rent 
for it. The old site was too small; people 
were too crowded; the business buildings 
were fast becoming tenement-bouses, and the 
enlargement and extension had become a 
necessity. 

Now that all legal questions have been set- 
tled, the work of building may be expected 
to progress with business expedition. 


THE REVISION OF THE CRIMINAL CODE. 

Gov. Cullom summed up admirably in his 
message to the Legislature last week the 
amendments of the criminal code which are 
most desired by the barand bench and the 
people of Lilinois. ‘The Governor has & proper 
appreciation of the need of reform and the 
demand for it existing among honest and in- 
telligent citizens of both parties. He may 
have been at one time lukewarm in the cause 
of reform, but if he was ever doubtful or 
indifferent in this respect he is so no longer: 
He has been informed by the press and by 
the private representations of lawyers, 
Judges, and commercial bodies of the urgent 
need of prompt action by the lawmaking 
power to the end that the crudities of the 
primitive system of criminal procedure 
which has been in force since 1827 
may be done away with. The Gov- 
ernor has been conscientious and faith- 
‘ful. Ile has personally examined the laws 
and the practice. He has satisfied himself 
by his own investigations that the present 
procedure is radically defective; that it puts 
apremium upon crime; that it renders the 
punishment of any criminal who has money, 
or can command it through his friends, a 
practical impossibility. 

The persons who are interested in obtain- 
ing a reform of the criminal procedure only 
ask that members of the Legislature will 
give the same personal attention to the sub- 
jectthat the Governor has given. If they will 
approach it in the spirit which he has mani- 
fested they cannot fail to come to the same 
conclusions as those which he has reached. 
If they will examine the laws relating to 
change of venue, for example, in the thirty- 
eight States of this Union, they ‘will find 
that the practice of Illinois in this respect is 
anomalous, absurd, and elsewhere obsolete. 
They will tind that no State whose example 
is entitled to the least respect permits a per- 
emptory change of venue ora peremptory 
continuance on the ex-parte affidavit of a de- 
fendant. They will find the discretion of 
Judges larger in all the older States than it 
is in Illinois, and the discretion of juries less. 
Nowhere outside of Bedlam, and a few 
Western and Southern States, will they find 
recognized the principle that the jury ought 
to be the exclusive judges of the law and the 
facts. They may search enlightened mod- 
ern jurisprudence in vain for a prece- 
dent for the practice of requiring 
Judges to embody abstract principles of law 
in their charges, and to take them as they are 
laid down in writing by the counsel on either 
side. They will find the system of drawing 
juries and the tests of ignorance and in- 
competency imposed upon them by our laws 
foreign to the laws of any State which has 
emerged from the backwoods period of en- 
lightenment.

society. The interpretations of the laws, 
even more than the law themselves, have 
created a barrier between justice and crim- 
inal offenders. It is neeessary that the prin- 
ciples of right and wrong should be again 
enunciated, and that the judicial rubbish 
which has intervened between their applica- 
tion and the proper objects of it should be 
removed, 

The Governor has advised the Legislature 
to appoint a commission to take this subject 


this advice will be acted upon in a spirit 
rising above considerations of party or local- 
ity, or personal or professional interest. The 
Legislature should, and we believe will, be 
able to act wisely. It may appoint three 
eminent men in whom the bar and bench 
and the people will have entire confidence; 
and whose conclusions will reflect honor not 
only upon the body that appointed thein but 
upon the jurisprudenee of the State. The 
work of this commission, if the right men 
are put on it, will be historical. It should 
be intrusted to three of the most competent 
meu in IIlinols. None can be tooillustrious, 
too learned, or too honorably oceupied to 
undertake it. If the revision is properly 
made the names of those engaged in it will 
be associated with our history, and it will in 
time become a monument of which they and 
their children may be préud. 

We hope the Legislature will give this sub- 
ject its early and careful attention. It is 
stated in the dispatches this morning that the 
House Judiciary Committee has resolved to 
take no action in the matter, but we cannot 
believe that this decision is intended to be 
final. If it were, it would exhibit a reckless 
disposition to get rid of a grave subject un- 
der the convenient pretext of waiting for “a 
more convenient season.” There can 
be no possible objection to a ¢om- 
mission. Its appointment would not 
be binding upon anybody, If its conclusions 
should be adverse to reform the matter would 
end there; if they should be favorable, an- 
other Legislature would have to consider 
them. The refusal of the Legislature to ap- 
point such a commission on the recommen- 
dation of the Governor, without waiting to 
examine the subject on its merits, would be 
a neglect of public duty which we are un- 
willing to believe the majority are capable of. 


STRIKES, LOCK-OUTS, AND COERCION. 

A labor strike is the outgrowth of a de- 
mand for higher wages. When such a de- 
mand is made upon a rising market and 
based upon the theory that the workmen are 
entitled to a larger share of the increased 
profits of manufactures or trade, itis a fair 
demand, and a strike organized to enforce it, 
even though it be temporarily resisted, is 
apt to succeed. When the demand is mae 
in the face of a falling market it is unfair, 
and a strike to enforce itis sure to fail, be- 
cause the employer cannot afford to pay 
higher wages while he is compelled to sell 
his products at a reduced price. 

When there is stagnation in the market for 
any given commodity which is the joint 
product of capital and labor, and the price 
falls with the demand, the employer tinds it 
necessary to reduce the cost of production, 
and cuts down wages. Resistance on the 
part of the workmen leads to a lock-out— 
that is, the employer shuts down and locks 
the door. On his side he contends that he 
can better afford to suspend operations than 
to run his business at a loss. The workmen 
are confronted with the alternative of yield- 
Ing to the new condition of things or wasting 
their savings in idleness, and thereafter 
struggling as best they may against Want and 
starvation. 

Coercion has come to be almosta necessa- 
ry corollary of strikes and lock-outs. Work- 
men combined together to enforce an in- 
crease of wages or to resist a reduction 
thereof on a declining market are no longer 
content to exercise the legal right to quit 
work, but demand further that other men shall 
not work at the wages which they reject, and 
proceed to club, stone, and shoot these who 
are willing to take their places. ‘This is civil 
war. It is indefensible on any theory of 
persona! freedom and individual rights, and 
it is the province of the law and order por- 
tion of society to put down riotous demon- 
strations of this kind, without regard to the 
original merits of the difference between the 
employers and employés. 

All these terms and the conditions which 
they typify are of foreign origin. They have 
been transplanted to this country from Eu- 
rope, and mainly from Great Britain. The 
American way is to peacefully agree to dis- 
agree, or to settle disputes by arbitration or 
by the courts. Under our social system 
every employer is conceded the right to de- 
termine what wages he is willing to pay, and 
every wage-worker is equally entitied to ac- 
cept or refuse the terms which are offered. 
But in case of disagreement on terms the 
employer has the right to procure other 
workmen at his terms if he can do so, and 
the workman the right to procure better 
wages if he can elsewhere, or to seek work 
in other pursuits or other places. But both 
are to be protected im the free exercise of 
individual preference to any extent which 
does not encroach upon the rights and liber- 
ties of others. That is the American idea. 
The foreign system is based upon coercion 
and mob force; the dissatistied workman 
who throws up his sitmation proceeds to 
threaten destruction of proverty, and even 
attacks on human life as a means to enforce 
his demands. The foreign responsibility 
for this vicious process is very accurately 
described by the St. Paul Press, from which 
we quote the following: 


Our labor unions are seldom, if ever, free from 
that hated and intolerant socialism which they 
have imported from abroad. the native-boru 
American, interference with the liberties of an- 
other is abhorrent, even to secure his own. But 
the laborers of Awerica are infected largely with 
doctrines and methods caught from the foreign- 
ers among them. To these, authority has al- 
ways been synonymous with tyrannous and 
irresponsible power. No redress was possible 
for the people of the countries from which they 
have fied but by the nefarious plots of con- 
, piracy or the horrors of the eweute. Hence, 
when pinched here by rayne or persuaded 
by demaygogism that they suffer unjustly, or 
when simply filled with envious discontent, their 
first idea is forcible resistance; and the ultimate 
object of their hatred is society and law. The 
Uuited States receives yearly some half a million 
of these men, untrained except in the dark arts 

which oppression develops. Its powers are 
taxed to the utmost by the effort to assimilate 
them. That the meal is too abundant for 
thorough digestion is seen on such orcasions as 
the riots of 1877, when it was not their rights 
that the mob demanded, but only freedum to 
destroy. Aud to this abyss labor disturbances 
naturally tend. 


The transplanting of strikes, lock-outs, 
and the policy of coercion to this continent 
from Europe has resulted in almost the en- 
tire extinction of these unnatural expedients 
in the country where they originated. The 
English trades-unlonists have pretty gener- 
ally learned from a long and bitter experi- 
ence that strikes cannot change the law of 
supply and demand, that lock-outs result in 
losses to both employers and workmen which 
can never be recouped, and that riots, de- 
struction of property, and loss of life are all 
powerless to establish a fair distribution of 
profits and loss between capital and and labor, 
while they are debasing to human nature and 
oppressive upon society. Hence arbitration 
has been very generally adopted in England 
as a means to strike a fair average when 
employers and enployés cannot agree upon

The Republican Senators and all the Repub- 
lican members of Congress sent a dispatch 
to the legislative caucus disapproving of the 
apportionment.

Houses and the Cable Moad—Mayor 
Marrisonu's Cat. 

The Canadian visitors were up brigbt and 
early yesterday morning ready for more sivht- 
secing and fully prepared for inoculation with 
some more of Ubicago’s wonders. Having in- 
spected an elevator the day before, they turued 
their attention to

A special train was in waiting at the depot of 

the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern Railroad. 

and fully 300 0f the excursionists were on hand 
promptly at 9 o'clock. The train pulled out 
with but little delay, and the visitors were soon 
in the heart of the packing district. The only 
two houses where killiug was gong on were 
Armour's and Fowler's, and the party was accord- 
ingly split.in two, each section taking u separate 
estublisument.

WHAT THE VISITORS SAW. 
They walked to the end of a large room, where 
were penned upseveral droves of black and 
dirty bugs, which were twisting and squealing in 
evideut fear of the fate which Dad already over- 
taken hundreds of their fellows before their 
eyes. With a skiliful nand an assistant binds an 
iron shackle about the rear lea of a fat porker. 
A chain ts attached, aud in a moment 
the dog is swung trom a wooden rail, 
head downwards, and squealing his mat 
squeal. With the precision of clockwork, 
tho strug@liug animal is swung along ina front of 
another ussistant, who grasps bim by the back, 
turas him round, and quiety slips a long knife 
into the porker's neck and heart. A few con- 
vulsive struggies are all that is left of life, and 
the bot, red blood spurts out iuto the vat below. 
The sticker stands unconcerned in a pool of 
bieod, and the long,thia Kulte slips into the 
animal's aeck with wonderful ease. There is 
bat tittle suffering, and the bog is dead within 
thirty secotids. This one man can stick 250 bogs 
every hour, and, asthe process is carried on 
continuously, the bog being bung by the feet 
fror an elevated railroad, it follows that all the 
other processes are carried on wit equal rapid- 
ity. The carcass was then swung aiong and 
into a vat of bodum water, where the 
skin and bair are softened. It was then 
passed rough a peculiar machine com- 
d vf fan-like scrapers, which 
quickly removed all the air. ‘he 
curcass was then slid along a table, again 
washed, arriving at the end only to be aguin 
hoisted on to the elevated tramway with the 
head hanging merely by a tlapof skin. Thea 
com meuces process of cutting up. As the 
carcass is rapidiy swung along. it passes under 
the knives of a number of butebers who rip it 
up, remove the eotraiis, finaily sever the bead, 
und remove the tongue. It is then swung into 
another room where the carcasses are hung in 
long rows, where a butcher with a heavy ax 
compietes the process of severing the body into 
halves by splitting the spinal coluwn, an opera- 
tion which he perforws with comparative ease 
as the body hangs before him. The rest of the 
process is simply the cutting up into the sides, 
shoulders, hams, and other forms ready for 
market.

smell, und everything was in such excellent or- 
der as to extort compliments from all the visit- 
ors. But few were sickened, and these with the 
sight of blood and the force of imagination 
rather than from actual contact witB offensive 
matter or oders. After sceing the wagnitude of 
the business it was not so difficult for the visit- 
ors to comprebend the fact that the two houses 
visited disposed of over 2,000,000 hugs the past

Mr. Hinman if these stories against bimself bad 
been true. In reply to further queries from his 
cross-examiners in the morning be testified that 
after Hluman's removal be was not importuned 
by the Indians to restore the plaintiff. He 
never suid, so far es he remembered, to any one 
who asked for the restoration of Mr. Hinman, 
He ig a Dad man, and you must 

NEVER MENTION HIS NAME TO ME.”’ 
The Bishop was thea offered tor examination 
what purported to be a copy of a letter written 
by the Rev. Mr. Cook in reply to a letter from 
the witness asking particulars as to certain ru- 
mors affecting his (Hare's) reputation for 
morality. Evidence in oonnecuon with the 
letter was exciuded by the Court. The 
whole prayer-bouk was then introduced by 
plaintiff's counsel, amid some laughter, during 
further cross-examination as to the character 
of the communion service and the laws govern- 
ing the administration of the sacrament. 
On the redirect examination the Bishop 
said that he felt after Hinman’e 
removal chat the bad blood of tne Indians was 
being stirred up and their prejudices worked 
upon harmful. He told the clergymen at con- 
vocation that he had removed jMr. Hinman on 
hia reputation; that 
HE WAS OVERBURDENED WITH CARE, 
and left the whole matter with them for settie- 
ment. It would be no unfriendly act, be further 
said, if Hinman were tried by them and found 
innocent. He had simply taken away Hinman’s 
occupation as missionary, without affecting 
his right to act as u Presbyter.

GOOD ENOUGH IF PROPERLY ENFORCED, 
and nobody wanted a change except a few peo- 
ple in Cook County. Therefore the revision 
must be squeiched. It will be observed that 
oniy ore Cock County member was present. 
Whether Harris or Sullivan would have differed 
with White bad they been present is doubtful.

The Gribier Case Still on Trial. 

In the jury-bribing case on triai before Judge 
Barnum in the Criminal Court, Aid. John Mur- 
phy was introduced as a witness by the prosucu- 
tion for the purpose of showing that Gribier, 
Patten, and Weckler were intimately associated 
during the first week in March, 1880, the date of 
the alleged bribery. The witness said that he 
had known Patten about ten years, and Gribier 
about twelve, and recollected very well having 
met both men near the corner of Illinois and 
Market streets, withlu a short distance of Weck- 
ler's house, one day about two weeks before the 
proceedings before Judge Moran, at which time 
he was also a witness. In reply to an inquiry if 
they were not out of their latitude, either Grib- 
ler or Patten stated that they were in the neigu- 
borhood looking at a house they intended to 
purehase. 

While the testimony of this witness was being 
taken Gribler’s uncle, a Mr. Girard, Mrs.Gribier, 
and her mother entered the court and took seats 
beside the accused. 


JUDGE MORAN 

was the next witness called. It was to bis at- 
tention that the Gribler-Patten-Weckier case 
was first called, and he it was who sent both men 
to jail for contempt of court, and then brought 
the subject to tne attention of the grand 
jury. Hg of course recollected very well the 
case of Freeman vs. the City Railway Comeen ¥ 
He knew Gribler by sight, and had seen him ‘A 
his court-room while the jury iu that cause were 
being impaneied: had noticed him particularily 
because he bad never before seen him in the 
civil courts, and there, moreover, appeared to 
be aw nig ay Ay the man’s appearance and de- 
meanor in the court-room which was sufficient 
to attract his attention. Witness had seen Grib- 
ler speak to an attorney within the bar of the 
court, and had subsequently seen bim speak to 
other persons without the bar of the court dur- 
ing the trial of the case. Owing to the circum- 
stances Judge Moran declared that he thought 
bimself justified in eit Gribler for contempt 
and sending him to jail for that contempt. 

Mr. O’Brien, for the defense, made a vain at- 
tempt to shake the testimony of the witness in 
some minor points, evideutiy for the purpose of 
making some effect on the jury. 

MRS. MARY A. WECKLER, 

wife of the chief witness for the prosecution, 
testified that Friday nigbt, immediately after 
ber husband came home after serving on the 
jury, Gribler called at the house and asked if 
Capt. Weckier tivedthere. “ Tes,“ was the re- 
piy, and Gribler then asked if be was at home. 
O., was the answer tothis inquiry. der tus- 
band having previousiy told her sototell any 
person who migbt inquire for bim during the 
evening. Gribler then asked where Weckler 
was likely to be, and was recommended to make 
inguiries at Peter Ott's or John Miller's on Kin- 
zie street. He also asked if Patten had been 
there before him, Witness did not know Patten, 
but described a man who had called the night 
before and taken ber husband out for a walk, 
and Gribler recognized the description. 
Av hour later the same night Patten 
ealled, but was told Weckler was not 
at home. He called again about midnight, and 
insisted upon getting iu. as he said for the pur- 
we of leaving a package for Mr. Weckler. 
warily the next morning be called again and was 
admitted to an iaterview with Weckler, who had 
not yetarisen. The witness was sure Gribler 
was the man who called tiret that evening, and 
all the efforts of the defense to shake her on 

this point proved unavailing. 

Denis Considine, Bailiff, testified to having 
seen Grivier about the cerridors of the Circuit 
Court in March., 1880. RN — him upou 
one occasion Gribler said he thought the jury in 
the Freeman case bad been tampered with, but 
not knowing Gribler be p on and paid no 
further attendon to him. 

NOBLE B. JUDAH, 


‘of the law firm of Dupee & Judah, next took 


the stand. In March, 1880, the tirm was Hitch- 
cock, Dupee & Judah, and represented the de- 
fense in the Freeman case, Mr. Judah hap- 
pened to drop into Judge Moran's court While the 
jury in the Freeman case was being impaneied, 
and was approached by Gribier, who made a re- 
mark about it being a bad-looking jury—a fact 
which witness wholly coincided in. Gribler also 
made some remark about there being two Com- 
munists on the jury: but as the witness was 
busy talking at the time to Mr. H. B. Bogue, he 
did not pay particular attention to what further 
was said, it anything. The prosecunton rewem- 
bered that in the examination before Judge 
Moran, Mr. Judah testified that Gribler’s last 
words to him in the cdOurt-room were, 
“You want to put on [ineaning 
on the jury) that man standing 
over there,“ and pointing out Weckler, nudged 
Mr. Judah signiticaatiy at the same time saying 
in an undertone, more dereaf ter, and then 
passed on. They made repeated efforts to bring 
out these facts, but Mr. Judah's memory wholly 
went back on bim, and be had no recollection of 
any such testimony, let alone any such occur- 
rence. 

The cross-examination elicited the fact that 
Mr. Judah testined before Judge Moran 
that he never before bad seen Gribier, He was 
gatisued afterwards that he was mistaken ou 
this point, and that he bad met Gribler some- 
where. After bringing out the fact that Mr. 
Judah conducted the oltice business of the firm, 
counsel put the question, It there was any 
briving dove woul you know it?” 

“I think i would,” was the reply. 

And aid you know of any bribery?’S 

* did not, was the reply. 

The Court put a question which the attorneys 
evidently did not care to put, because they did 
not know where it would lead them. 

“Did you ever know Burdette E. Patten?” 
was the form of the inquiry. 

„aid.“ responded the witness. “ Patten was 
awatchman in the neighborhood of Twenty- 
third street, where I live.” Then, in response to 
further interrogatories, the witness stated that 
he met Patten once in court, but uo conversa- 
tion on any case took place, and he never knew 
of Patten baving any interest in the Freeman 
case in any way, shape, or manner, until the 
trial before Judge Moran. 

DAVID J. LYON, 

attorney for Mr. Freeman in’ the suit referred 
to, knew both Gribier and Patten, and saw them 
together lu the barroom of Burke's Hotei on 
the night of Wednesday, March 3. He saw Grib- 
ler standing at the head of the Stairs after the 
the jury brought in their verdict, but had no 
conversation with bim. The verdict was re- 
turned Saturday, and either that day or the fol- 
lowing Monday he tirst heard from Weckler the 
fact that he had been tampered witb, and made 
arrangemeuts for procuring from him at some 
future time an affidavit as to the facts. 

Atthe afternoon session of the court the 
prosecution announced that all their evidence 
was in, and 

GRIBLER TOOK THE STAND 
on his own behalf. He gave his record from the 
present time away vack into the days of bis 
childnood, and detailed all the diferent employ- 
meuts he had been in up to 1869, when, having 
made some money ip speculation, be weut into 
business lor himself, Failing in business he took 
up jaw, and though never properly admitted to 
the bar bad practiced at the bar of the Criminal 
Court. Concerning the interview with Weckier 
while at lunch, he testified that the conversa- 
tion which Weckler related never took place. 
The fuct of the matter was that he said to eck- 
ler, What are you doing on the jury?’ which 
inquiry he followed up with another, “ Isn't 
there a great deal of crooked work going on’ 
Weckler said Les; I saw one juror get for 
fixing up a verdict,and | myself have been 
approaceed by Burdette Patten, who is some 
way interested in the case about to come uv.

KILLED BY HER LOVER. 


A Eejected Suitor in Canada Takes a 
Terrible Beveige by Killing the Ob- 
ject of His A@ection-—The Deed One 
of the Most Cojd-Blooded and Delib-

NAPANES, Ont., IMarch W. -A shockingly 
atrocious and coid-Blooded murder of a girl by 
her discarded lover was committed here this 
morning about 8 o'clock. The victim was Mag- 
gie Howie, a kitchenmaid in the Osborne House 
here, and the murderer the stableman, Michael 
Lee. The circumstances, briefly told, are these: 
This morning the girl weat out to milk the cow, 
but, before going, told the head cook, Jane 
Shaw, that she wished she would watch, for she 
was afraid of Mike.

from 98 to g. and of the other from 101 to 0844, 
apparently satisfied the clique that the public 
back was not yet sufficientiy arched to sustain 
the market without artificial heip. This was 
promptly furnished, and the market rallied, 
closing in good ne. 

Money was 4@5 per cent, closing at 6 per cent. 
No gold shipments are expected this week, but 
instead of it specie securities are being pre- 
pared for export. 

Buying of stocks is languid among Western 
operators, though some improvementis noticed. 
This is distinctively New York boom, and New 
York is getting decidedly the best of Chicago 80 
far. Rumors likely to encourage stock buying 
are in vigorous circulation now in Wall street. 
For instauce, the wires tell us that an important 
meeting Of the bull leaders has been held, at 
which it was decided to continue the upward 
movement. The Lake Shore consolidation with 
New York Central has been expanded into a 
greater consolidation that shall inciude North- 
west, which is to make its long-expected extra 
dividend. Points for an advance in Litinois Cen- 
tral, Alton, Rock Island, St. Paul, and Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fé are industriously circulated. 
During the great rise of 1879 and 1880 New York 
was more productive of bear than bull talk. 

There was some short selling ventured on 
yesterday, but as a rule the bears think it sure 
death to sell when so many millions are pitted 
against adeciine. One purpose of the drop per- 
mitted yesterday was probably to encourage a 
short interest. 

Tun TRIBUNE stated the other day that the 
net earnings of the Nerthern Pacific were not, 
untli 8 per cent dividends had been paid on its 
preferred stock, security for the payment of in- 
terest on the $4,000,000 of bonds to be issued by 
the Oregon & Transcontinental on roads built 
by the Transcontinentai and leased by it to the 
Northern Pacific.

“The holders thereof shall be entitled to 
dividends not exceeding s percent per annum, as 
the net earn * hereinafter defined, in each 
calendar year may éuffice to pay. 

“ The words net earnings,’ as used above, shall 
be construed to mean such surpiys earnings of 


the said railroad as shall remain after paying all 


the expenses of operating the said railroad and 
carrying on its business, including all taxes and 
assessments and payments on incumbranees, 
and including the interest and sinking fund 
on the first-morigage bonds, the expense of re- 

pairing and replacing the said railroad, its ap- 
purtenances, equipments, or other property, so 
that the same shail be in high concition, and of 
providing such additional equipment as the said 
company shall deem necessary for the business 
of said railroad.” 

If there is any provision of the above agree~- 
ment that would permit a lien on the net earn- 
ings of Northern Pacific for the payment of in- 
terest on the bonded debt of leased roads to be 

slipped in ahead of the 8-per-cent dividends or 
the preferred stock it must be between the lines, 
for it is uot in them.

Some parties who ‘had ' protested against re- 
ceiving the Neely wheat on contracts have with- 
drawn their protest, and it is hinted that they 
have quietly extended their arrangements for 
borrowing money to pay tor the April deliveries 
of wheat next Saturday. The protest is under- 
stood to have been made on the ground that the 
Inspection Department had nothing to do with 
restoring the Neely wheat to a good commercial 
standing.

The Directors declared the wheat not regular,” 
without reference to the Inspection Depart- 
ment, and have made it regular without the 
action pf the State.
